RESOLUTION TO INDICATE

One of the resolutions brought in at the provincial con- 
vention of school trustees at Medicine Hat puts that body 
on record as advising against the employment of teachers who 
frequent pool halls.

Last year 
the St. Paul commission, finding itself confronted with’ the 
stringency in which it was unable to sell city bonds for new 
work, bought the bonds with the sinking fund and, breaking 
them up into “baby” bonds of ten dollars each, sold them 
over the counter, subject to redumption on demand, As the 
bonds offered better interest than bank deposit, the bonds 
sold instantaneously and St. Paul got what money it required, 
keeping the interest at home.

Pe holiday season fs hardly 


onein which to expect any chanze 

in matters of fashion but there 
are always developments and just now 
there are throngs of well dressed people 
to be met every afternoon, one is very 
forcibly impressed with the beautiful 
simplicity of the best costumes. We 
have grown away from may of the 
extreme features of prevailing fash- 
ions and we really have developed 
many graceful and attractive ones.

Fabrics in themselves are really 49 
marvelous that they repudiate, trim- 
ming.

On the 
Avenue today was met a tall, svelte 
woman wearing a suit of Ottomin in 
the red which is deep and dark and 
tich The skirt was perfectly plain 
eave that it was drawn up at the front 
to form folds.

Undoubtedly, 
we shall see fullness over the hips 
in the tunics and draperies of tha 
skirts and a note from advance models 
suggests the bustle drapery but thua 
far at least there se2m3 no reason to 
suspect that anything so horrible ay 
that actual monstrosity will bz foists J 
upon us. 


Christmas week was a popular ons 
for the hotel teas and smart luncheons 
and a geera! air of youthfulness about 
the town was noted. School and col- 
lege girls were here and altogether the 
younger element was in force. Ata 
morning musicale noted for its fash- 
ionable assemblage that fact was 
peculiarly apparent and a number of 
white costumes were noted. An inter: 
esting one was‘of white wool velours 
trimmed with the same material in 
dark maroon. The skirt in peg top 
etyle was drawn up a little at the front 
over a petticoat of maroon trimmed 
with lace in the same color, only 
glimpses of which were to be seen. 
The coat was extremely short and

PROBLEMS IN DRESSMAKING 


HOW T° MAKE A KIMONO WAIST 


HE new kimono blouses are 
quite different from the old 
for, where once we tried to ft 

them up under the arms, they must 
now be loose and baggy to be smart. 
The one shown in this illustration, and 
about which we are to have this talk, 


is laid intwo tucks overeach shoulder 


ro that it gives very pretty fullness, 
The tucks, however, and the long 
sleeves mean that the pattern requires 
greater width than can be found in any 
ordinary material so that, while the 
pattern is in one piece, straight lengths 
of the fabric must be joined before it 
can be cut out. Whether it is best 
to make such joining at the center 
front and cover the scam with trim- 
ming as in the picture or to lay the 
edge of the pattern on the fold of the 
material and to join the edges of the 
material wherever needed depends 
entirely upon the spectal material and 
must be decided by each woman for 
herself. The directions that accom- 
pany the pattern provide for both 
methods. To cut without the seam 
at the front and make the joinings 
in the sleeve portions, however, means 
less material if 44 inch goods is to be 
used and, as a matter of course, that 
isa question to be considered. In the 
narrower widths, it is quite as econom: 
ical if not more so to join the selvage 
edges at the front but. when this is 
done, there should be trimming of 
some sort and just now little frills of 
lace or net are much used.

The diagram No. 1, the pattern is 


shown laid on the material with the 
edge marked by three crosses on the

Turn the tucks outward 
and press. Next close the under-arm 
and sleeve scams, taking care to bring 
the corresponding exactly 
together. One side of each sleeve is 
made a little longer than the other 
to provide room for the elbow. You 
must bring the notches together. then 
gather this fullness between the 
notches before basting the seam, as 
that is the only way in which you 
can place the fullness exactly where 
it belongs. Make the basting on the 
right side and take up narrow scams. 
Trim off closely. Turn and sew again 
on the wrong side exactly on your 
braided line to make a neat French 
fell. Under-face the sleeve and neck 
edges with bias strips of the material 
and under-face the right back edza 
of the waist with a straight strip co 
avoid any possibility of stretching, 
The left must be finished with an under. 
lap. To do this, cut a straight strip 


notches 


twice the width of the under-facing 
for the right side. Seam one long 
edge to the left side of the waist, fold 
the strip at the center and fell tha 
remaining edge over the seam. Dia. 
gtam No. 2 shows the waist after this 
part of the work has been done. For 
the closing, work button-holes through 
the under-facing and sew buttons to 
the underlap to correspond; or, if you 
wish an invisible effect, work button.
